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Edmund Jansen 


Ed Jansen has been actively involved in Rollinsford government since 1970 and has sat 
on virtually every board this town has to offer. Formerly head of the Resource Economics 
Department at UNH, Ed brought his education and experience first to the Rollinsford 
Grade School as a member of the school board and PTA. He has sat on the planning 
board since the 70s and worked to develop zoning for the town. As selectman he has 
worked to hold the tax rate down by making smart economic decisions both during 
budget season and on a daily basis as board chairman. The Board of Selectman and the 
town have been privileged to have Ed as an active servant of the community for so long. 
In thanks for his 40 years of commitment and hard work, this year’s town report is 
dedicated to Edmond Jansen, he continues to serve the people of Rollinsford and we are 
lucky to have him. 


Board of Selectman 


Forty-one years ago, Edmund F. Jansen, Jr., a new environmental and resource 
economics professor at the University of New Hampshire was driving down snow banked 
back roads with a Dover realtor. Since leaving his parents’ Quincy, Illinois farm at the age 
of 20 to join the Air Force, a lasting home had proved elusive to the professor. Four years 
in the 764" Radar Squadron in St. Albans, Vermont and marriage to Sandy Jackson later, 
he spent a further three years at the University of Illinois earning his bachelors in 
agricultural economics. Five years after that he had added a Ph.D. in economics from 
North Carolina State University to his resume and had moved to Lima, Peru. After 
serving for three years as an advisor to Peru’s Ministry of Agriculture and with three kids 
and a wife anxious to settle down back home in New England, the professor found 
himself being driven down Rollins Road, Silver Street, and then up Route 4 to a seven- 
year-old house his wife had picked out in Rollinsford — a Rollinsford where all of 
today’s subdivisions were still farmland, where a farmer was the town judge, and where 
Ed Jansen hadn’t been a town selectmen for as long as anybody could remember. 

Ideally, Jansen wanted 15 acres to pursue his own little farm. Wives are rather 
influential people, though, and the farm he was eyeing in Gonic wasn’t working out. 

This house was the next best thing. “This place is great!” he said, though he had no idea 
what lay under the 50 inches of snow on the property. “It’s, it’s nowhere.” He never 
expected to live here longer than three years. But 41 years later he calls Rollinsford the 
center of the world, and Ed Jansen is at the center of Rollinsford. 

During his 40 years of service to the town (and counting), he has served on the 
Parent-Teacher Association and the Parent-Teacher Organization, as well as the School 
Board, the Planning Board, and, most notably, the Board of Selectmen. Out of financial 
curiosity, he decided to run and was elected town treasurer for a year, and has represented 
the town on the Strafford Regional Planning Commission and the Lamprey Regional 
Solid Waste Cooperative. The list of organizations goes on to include the defunct 
(because he dissolved it) Strafford-Rockingham Regional Planning Council, the Southern 
Strafford Community Health Coalition and on the New Hampshire Local Government 
Center’s Board of Directors. 

“T got involved in lots of things. I learned about a lot of things. I met a lot of 
people that I never would have if I’d stayed home and got my wife’s bathroom fixed 
when I should have,” joked Jansen. “T’!l get it straightened out one of these days.” 

As president of the PTA in 1970, he helped turn it into a PTO because PTAs had 
to pay state dues and PTOs didn’t. While a member of the planning board in the early 
70s he helped create the zoning ordinance and prevented Route 4 from turning into a strip 
mall. And as a planning board member and later a selectman in 1976, he oversaw the 
development of every residential subdivision in the town while, at the same time, worked 
to preserve Rollinsford’s rural character. Also while a selectman, he helped keep the 
town solvent while neighboring communities racked up bonded debt. He even helped 
secure a yearly cash flow of around $50,000 when the town fought to keep and utilize the 
old hydro-electric station behind the mills and years later a further $20,000 a year with 
the installation of the cell-phone tower near the transfer station. 

“Those are the kinds of things that you get a kick out of. I did something and it 
leaves a benefit, not just this year but it continues for several years into the future. And 
that’s where you get your satisfaction,” says Jansen. 

He contends, though, that it wasn’t really him who made these things happen. It 


was the people of Rollinsford. He’s just a facilitator. “If the selectmen don’t propose it, 
the people don’t get to vote on it,” he says. “So I say, we propose and the people dispose 
at the town meeting.” 

The warrants put before the people at town meeting, though, are not created 
haphazardly. Throughout his service, Jansen has been guided by principles that grew out 
of his upbringing on a post Great Depression farm and his education as an economist. 
Foremost among these are fiscal conservatism and deferred gratification. The concept is 
simple. Don’t spend more than your base can afford. If you want something, plan ahead 
and save up for it or parmer with other communities in the region so you can share the 
costs. 

When politicians run for office they generally make lots of promises and propose 
quick changes. However, says Jansen, “I don’t promise I’m going to deliver anything 
except trying to keep you solvent.” 

“Some people come and figure they’re going to change the whole world. Well, 
you’re not going to change the whole world very quickly. One thing I will tell you, it 
takes a long time to change the world. But you have change every day. Every year there 
is change. And accumulatively I look back forty years and I see a lot of the things have 
changed in Rollinsford. But in any given year you didn’t really think you were doing 
much. You’re laying the foundation for the future.” 

Jansen has been laying that foundation for forty years, though. How did he 
survive in the political system for so long? 

“Oh I dunno, guess I didn’t have enough sense to quit,” joked Jansen who later 
credited his knowledge of the system, ability to always find the right answer, and 
avoidance of polarizing issues to the longevity of his political career. 

It was a career that began simply. An academically curious Jansen with a feeling 
of indebtedness to society started attended meetings and asked questions. “So I guess the 
moral of that story is if you want to get involved in a small town you just start going to 
some meetings.” If you really want to get involved, though, he adds, “If something comes 
up you gotta be willing to volunteer to do it.”

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2009 Selectmen’s Report 


Once again through hard work and support of the town Rollinsford has one of the lowest 
municipal tax rates in Strafford County. Municipalities are facing hard economic times and 
the department heads and the budget committee are working very hard to make the impact 
manageable. Clearly, local decision-makers must set clear priorities and take unpopular 
actions during the next two years. Rollinsford Selectmen has proposed a 2010 budget that 
attempts to reflect the uncertain economic and financial times that we see. 

The voters face two petition articles in the Town Warrant. Article II is a petition 
article that calls for an amendment to the Town Zoning Ordinance that calls for shared 
driveways in a cluster subdivision in the Countryside Residential District. This Article is not 
recommended by the Planning Board. As written, the petition asks for changes that may 
subject the ordinance to legal challenges that could cause significant legal expenses for the 
town. The second petition article ask that the term of the office of Town Clerk be changed 
from one year to three years. 

During 2010, the Town of Rollinsford will continue to address the issue of condo 
development in the Commercial II zoning district adjacent to Somersworth and Dover as the 
legal issues has moved to the State Supreme Court. 

The library has been a positive yet controversial issue during this year’s budget 
season. The supporters who were at the budget public hearing on January 16 spoke loud and 
clear in support of the currant library and it’s future in Rollinsford. Hearing that, the budget 
committee supported their proposed budget of $47,000. The budget was approved with the 
anticipation of $8,000 in revenue from fees and donations and other sources. 

The town budget committee asks for no salary increases, and holds the line on capital 
expenditures. Health insurance and retirement contributions are major items that local 
officials have little control over, likewise, with fuel prices, asphalt prices and salt prices. 
While there are shifts within departmental budgets, the bottom line has been held level. The 
price of asphalt, currently around $70 per ton, goes up everytime petroleum prices rise, thus, 
road repairs postponed mean bigger holes to fill with higher cost of materials. The top 
priority for road maintenance in 2010 is Church Street, shim and resurface, from Main St. to 
Front St. $47,000; Heritage Drive, reclaim, grind, pave — 700 feet, $69,700. 

Currently, the surplus is about $690,000. The budget proposed for 2010 would use 
$90,000 of surplus to offset taxes. The remaining $600,000 serves to buffer changes in cash 
flows during the year. In Rollinsford, property tax collections are expected to exceed 
$600,000 in 2010. However, if tax payments decline in the short run, the declining cash 
balance will make it necessary to use the fund balance to partially support wage payments for 
the Town and the School District. In these uncertain times, a cash balance of $600,000 


represents about 16% of expected tax collections. If 20% of taxpayers failed to pay their 
taxes on time, the town could experience serious cash flow problems. Prudent cash flow 
management policy, calls for adequate reserves in these uncertain financial times. 

The Budget Committee proposed Town budget for 2010 is $1,568,722 composed of 
$231,000 for capital items and $1,337,722 for operating expenses. The proposed 2010 budget 
reflects and $6,800 increase in the capital budget, a $14,072 increase in the operating budget, 
and a decrease of $22,868 in non-property tax revenues. Furthermore, the overlay to pay for 
possible property tax abatements has been increased $10,000 to cover a possible increase in 
abatement requests after the Town revaluation. The net effect of the appropriation increase, 
the overlay increase, and the revenue decline would be to increase property taxes by $53,686, 
which means that the tax would be increased by $ .19 per 1000 of value at current assessed 
property values. However, any property revaluation that lowers the assessed property tax 
base in town will cause a corresponding additional increase in the 2010 tax rate. 

The Selectmen would like to thank the citizens, the unpaid volunteers who serve on 
town Boards and Committees, and members of the Police, Highway, Fire, Transfer Station 
and administrative employees for their service to the town.

The Rollinsford Police Department saw some changes last year. First, part time officer 
Jason Talon left the department to pursue another career. Officer Baker got married and Sergeant 
Uraskevich added another child to his family. Best wishes to all. 


Our calls for service saw a significant increase from the prior year. Group A crimes 
against persons (sexual assault-intimidation-assault, etc) rose 70%. Crimes against property 
(burglary-thefts, fraud, criminal mischief, etc.,) dropped 30%. Overall activity rose 55%. I am 
happy to report an overwhelming majority of our crimes continue to get solved due to the 
dedication and professionalism of the staff. 


Calls to the station regarding the lack of police presence to monitor traffic violators 
continues to plague us. Time spent on criminal investigations takes a big bite out of our time, thus 
reducing the amount of time spent on patrol to monitor traffic and act as a deterrent to crime. 


The Building Committee continues to meet and discuss ideas on what to do with the on 
going water and mold issues within the department and to explore long range plans for the police 
department facility. The current economic situation certainly is a factor in the committee’s 
decision making process. 


The Police Association which is a non profit charitable organization and is registered as 
such with the IRS and NH Attorney General’s Office completed its annual mail-in fund raiser and 
Holiday Basket Food Drive in December. Just like last year I must say the citizens of Rollinsford 
are an exceptional group. Considering the economic situation, the citizens exceeded our 
expectations for both programs, and we thank you. The town folks have always come together in 
trying and difficult times and we are all better off for it. 


I would like to thank the members of the other town agencies, committees, and boards for 
their assistance and cooperation in working with the police department. 


This May 28, will mark my 30" anniversary with the Rollinsford Police Department. I 
would like to thank the citizens of Rollinsford for allowing me to serve, and it certainly has been 
an honor to do so.

2009 proved to be a significant year for the Rollinsford Fire Department. March 
saw the retirement of long serving Fire Chief Harry Knowles after 30 years of service, 
and my election to replace him. I would like to thank Chief Knowles for his many years 
of service to the town, and for the opportunities that he provided to the members. 


My focus for 2009 was to get the department in line with organization, safety and 
morale. I can say with great pride that the department is right on track, and has surpassed 
where I anticipated we’d be in such a short amount of time. 


We have instituted policies that increase safety, participation and training. Our 
membership is near 100%, and for the first time in many years we had a waiting list of 
applicants. By moving our weekly meeting day from Sunday morning to Monday 
evening, participation has increased by an average of 100% and morale continues to 
improve. 


Joint training exercises provided our members the opportunity to train with other 
fire departments on both the volunteer and career level. We plan on continuing this 
avenue of training as it provides members with the opportunity to broaden their 
knowledge base and rapport with other departments. 


Member safety is always at the forefront of our operations. Upgrades to 
equipment and the planned systematic replacement of aged firefighting gear allows us to 
focus on the task at hand. Restructuring the operational readiness of our apparatus has 
allowed us to quickly deploy large diameter attack lines and increase our firefighting 
capabilities. 


We have taken on a very proactive approach to life safety inspections within the 
town. I have been involved with the State Fire Marshal to ensure that we are addressing 
life safety issues as they arise. I anticipate that a cyclical life safety inspection program 
will be instituted to ensure that our residents, visitors, businesses and emergency 
responders are protected to the best of our ability. 


I have taken on the position of Fire Chief with great enthusiasm. I am proud of 
the men and women that willingly give their time to ensure our safety. They are 
dedicated individuals that bring a vast amount of knowledge and life experience to our 
department, and I am grateful for their commitment. 


I would like to extend a heartfelt thank you to those that support the fire 
department in our efforts to make this community a safe place to live, work and visit. As 
I have stated in the past, mine is a position that needs the support of the community and 
staff to be successful, it truly is a team effort. I will be running for re-election in March 
and ask for your continued support. I look forward to serving our community for many 
years to come.

Rollinsford Public Library 
Trustees’ Report 2009 


Many exciting new services have been made available to the community in 2009 
at the Rollinsford Public Library. Our spring speaker series, partially sponsored by the 
NH Humanities Council and co-hosted by the Rollinsford Historical Committee, was a 
big success and was greatly enjoyed by all who attended. Downloadable Audiobooks 
from the state library’s audiobook consortium are now accessible at no charge 
through the RPL website. Our wireless network and desktop computers are used 
regularly by patrons who rely on us to provide free access to internet services. Many 
patrons have begun to use the genealogical websites we provide for free from the 
state library as well. Seven of the classroom teachers at RGS have scheduled a regular 
monthly walk to the library for an individualized story time and to check out library 
books. Older children use the library for research materials. Between 10 and 15 
preschool children attend story time each Monday morning at 9:30 am. They listen to 
books read aloud and make a craft to take home. Many new friendships have been 
made by the children who participate and their parents. 

Major improvements have been made this year in our public computer 
terminals thanks to the donation of five desktop Apple computers and three wireless 
Apple laptop computers. All were reconditioned and re-programmed for the library 
by a local computer company. The mill owners gave us about 800 square feet of 
warehouse space to store our supplies, donated books and equipment which has had a 
huge impact on our ability to manage and process books and other supplies that have 
been donated. We also received a generous donation of high quality cantilever 
shelving from the director of the Kingsbury Science Library at the University of New 
Hampshire. We have used this shelving to greatly improve our book sale area in the 
outer lobby of the library in the mill. 

The bad weather in June and July made the RPL a very popular place to hang 
out! The Summer Reading Program was a great success. Over 50 children between 
the ages of 6 and 12 filled in weekly reading logs and came to library for prizes and 
activities. Lots of kids who did not sign up still came to participate in the free weekly 
programs. The Town Wide Treasure hunt was extremely popular and will become an 
annual summer tradition at the library. 

An adult summer reading group met on Sunday evenings from 6:30-8pm to 
discuss three current nonfiction titles. The knitting group met on Thursday evenings 
in the summer as well. 

Hundreds of books were donated over the summer and volunteers worked to 
catalogue an additional 1,300 new titles into the collection. We have approximately 
10,000 books in the library and our goal is to complete the cataloguing process by the 
end of first quarter in 2010. 

Our web designer completely revamped the RPL website and it now includes 
lots of photos and more comprehensive information about cultural happenings offered 
in the area as well as at the library. The website (rollinsfordlibrary.org) is an 
electronic bulletin board for the community and a great source of information about 
culture and the arts in Rollinsford. 
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The fall season was excellent at the library. RGS classes in the annex resumed 
their monthly visits in September. Over 100 students walk down each month to use 
the library. September 26, 2009 was the one year anniversary of the library’s Grand 
Opening. Peter Michaud, well known local historian and Rollinsford native, gave a 
tour of the Salmon Falls village and antiques appraiser Caroline French came and did 
appraisals to raise funds for the library. 

In October the Friends of the RPL launched their calendar fundraising project 
to try to raise money for the library’s operating budget. The library director was 
invited by the State Library to speak at a conference for librarians about marketing 
and promotion at the end of October. She made a presentation about fundraising and 
brought along the calendar. It was a huge hit with the 75 librarians at the 
conference. 

Artist Open Studio, held the weekend before Thanksgiving in the Mill 
complex, brought 235 people in to view and tour the library. The library offers local 
artists the opportunity to exhibit their artwork in several gallery spaces all year 
round. Rollinsford student artwork can now be viewed in the lobby area as well. 

A new computer station dedicated to historical and genealogical research has 
been donated. In the coming months the entire collection of historical materials 
belonging to the town will be catalogued and all images will be scanned and made 
available online. 

The Board of Trustees and the Library Director look forward to another 
fantastic year of service to the community of Rollinsford. For more details and 
statistics on library usage and collection please visit our website at 
rollinsfordlibrary.org.

In 2009 the Cemetery Trustees expended $14,951.43 from the cemetery operating budget 
and $1443.81 for capital cemetery improvements in Old Town, New Town and 
Doe cemeteries, for a total budget of $16395.24 


The trustees expended $60.00 of the operating budget for the yearly Memorial Day clean 
up in the Doe Burial Ground. This was the only expense for the Doe Burial Ground. 


Total cemetery expenses that the town pays. $8455.09 
Total cemetery expenses that are paid from the perpetual care trust fund. $7940.15 


In 2009, One single grave lot was sold for $350.00 in which $175.00 goes to the Town 
and the other $175.00 goes to the perpetual care trust. 


In 2009 an additional three lots, with a total of 36 graves were added to the perpetual care 
list with a total of $1800.00 added to the perpetual care trust funds. 


In 2009 the town received $225.00 in tomb rental. 


In 2009 the Cemetery Trustees had some sections of the New Town cemetery roads 
graded at a cost of $1443.81 


In 2009 a spring grave cleanup was completed with volunteer labor. 


In 2009 the Trustees expended $420.00 to have some gravestones uplifted, leveled, reset 
or repaired. Some of this work was also completed by volunteers. This work took place in 
New Town and Old Town Cemetery with the majority of the work taking place in 

Old Town Cemetery. 

The Trustees have seen a major improvement in the condition of the stones in 

Old Town Cemetery since we have required that all mowing in that cemetery be done by 
a push type lawnmower. The stones are no longer being broken off. 


In 2009 the trim on the tomb building was painted by volunteer labor. 


In 2009 a water line post was broken off by a vehicle and not reported. A new post and 
the repair of the water line were completed by volunteer labor. 


In 2009 the chain link fence that fronts on Silver street was damaged by a vehicle. 
The damage was estimated and a claim was submitted to the drivers insurance. The fence 
will be repaired in the spring. 


In 2010 the Cemetery Trustees are proposing to establish a capital reserve fund for the 


construction of a cremation area in the cemetery. This area would be located in a section 
of the cemetery that cannot be used for burials because of the conditions of the ground. 
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The Trustees feel that we should be looking ahead and planning for the future. The 
Trustees are proposing to add $2000.00 per year to this fund for the next four years. 


The trustees would like to thank Pam Morgan, Beverly Dionne and Charisse Baker from 
the town office for the time that they put into working on cemetery business throughout 

the year. 

The Rollinsford Cemetery trustees would also like to thank all Rollinsford taxpayers for 
supporting the town cemeteries.

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Principal’s Report 2009 


To the Residents of Rollinsford: 


Rollinsford Grade School is a great place to be part of. RGS is full of dedicated, caring teachers and staff, 
who works hard to do what, is best for the children of Rollinsford. The school is truly part of the 
community. Most nights at RGS you will see children on the playground, students playing intramural 
sports; we have Halloween parties, PTO movie nights and pancake breakfasts, an active web group, and a 
lot of school spirit. RGS works hard to promote growth in our students cognitively, socially, and 
developmentally. 


This year at Rollinsford Grade School we continue to fully examine our reading programs and 
curriculum. We are encouraging students to read more, parents to read with their children, creating book 
clubs led by staff volunteers, and our staff is examining their instructional practices. We are reflecting on 
our reading curriculum and identifying ways to improve reading instruction. We are implementing new 
programs to address the reading gaps in our curriculum in all grade levels. We are implementing new 
reading assessments as part of our literacy profiles.

Our School has once again been designated a Blue Ribbon School by the New Hampshire Partners in 
Education. We were acknowledged because we have a well documented and dynamic volunteer program. 
This award recognizes the power and impact of volunteers at our school. Our students continue to be 
encouraged to complete their community service hours. It is great that the community models the spirit of 
community service for our students. 


Finally, this will be the thirteenth full year of the Community Helpers Program. While participating in 
this community service oriented program last year, students logged over 3,000 service hours!

Moderator Joseph Caoustte called the meeting to order at 9:05 a.m. All were asked to stand and recite the 
Pledge of Allegiance. The 2009 Rollinsford School District Warrant was read hy Mr. Caouette and the 
tules of ettiquette were stated.

B. Loughman, 
legal counsel for SAU#56, addressed the question after Mr.-Caouette asked for a motion to allow non- 
residents to address the meeting. Motion moved, seconded, and granted. B. Loughman stated this was not £ 
new RSA, and that the school board was free to spend amy monies received after holding @ public discussion 
meeting, no votes needed. Discussion conchided. Voice vote was inconclusive. Mr. Caouette appointed L. 
Larkin, C. Dionne, N, Dionne, J. Larkm, T. Porter, end G. Flynn to count a show of hands. Results were 92 


ayes and 28 nays.

Crosier seconded the ammendment, Mr. Spencer began. the discussion by stating that somewhere we’ve got 
to reduce the money to save the taxpayers and the town because there are unpaid taxes here and liens won't 
give the town any money. The effect this reduction of $50,000 would have on the tax rate was asked. SAU 
officials said it would be down $0.25/1000. Other issues raised included notice that according to the 
newspaper, Rolimsford has one of the highest school budgets in the state, taxes possibly forcing some 
homeowners out of town, and the request to get in line with realiry and cut everything by 10%. Some blame 
was placed-on Somersworth’s tuition rates, although it was noted that their budget was only up 1% and it 
included staff cuts. C. Lamoureux said the Grade School’s budget only went up 4%. Others raised concerns 
about children already footing the bills for field trips and lacking access to technology in the school. R. 
Aikman asked where the cuits would be made if this ammendment passed. The school board said it would 
only be able to be taken out of this school, possibly computers would be one thing cut, but as the board had 
not prepared for this cut, they did not have a firm answer. Mr. Rhodes stated he felt it was time to take this 
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step and cut the bottom line because there was no one im the room who did not know of someone affected 
by this slowmg economy. Mr. Cooper asked about last year’s plan presented by Mr. Howard that showed 
the possible effect of having one less teacher. Mrs. Knowles said that enrollment is stable and the new 
teacher was hired. Mr. Crosier moved to terminate the debate. Mr. Spencer seconded. Mr. Spencer 
requested a secret ballot and presented the required names of five registered voters in attendance. They 
were C, Spencer, T. Porter, D. St. Hilaire, N. Dionne, and A. Viel, The results of the secret ballot for the 
ammendment to Article 5 was 118 yes and 54 no. The ammendment passed. Mr. Caouette opened debate 
for the ammended Article 5. None heard. Mr. Crosier moved the vote on Article 5. Mr. Spencer seconded. 
Voice vote. Ayes carried the motion. 

Article 6. To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of up to (twenty-five 
thousand doliars) $25,000 to be used for studies related to land acquisition with such amount to be funded 
from the June 30° undesignated fund balance for transfer July 1". This will be a non-lapsing appropriation 
per RSA 32:7 and will not lapse until the land acquisition studies have been completed or by June 30, 2011 
whichever is earlier. (Not recommended by the Rollinsford Budget Committee) (Recommended by the 
Rollinsford School Board) 

Mr. Larkin moved to accept as read. Mr. Chabot secomded. Discussion as follows. Mrs. Porter asked if we 
already have money in this account. Mrs. Knowles explained there is an account for capital improvements 
to this building only. This proposal is for a land use study. It will only come from leftover monies. B. 
Loughman, legal counsel for the SAU, explained that the Department of Revenue needs this language which 
does not allow the board to raise taxes for this purpose.

Steve Roberts explained that the warrant article is a legal warrant article however a 
library that has been established by donations, grants or bequest can not be discontinued. 
The town has no power to discontinue the library. Residents are still allowed to vote 
though it is not an enforceable provision.

A library may sound like a feel good 
project but it is an unnecessary expense at this time for the town. Every dollar counts 
today. The library proposal has gone from donated to costing $1500 dollars a month and 
a salary of $25,000. The changaholics start out small and then grow as time goes on. 
Change is being forced on all of us in this town and will tax any and all that can not 
afford another increase. 

Joe Caouette made a comment that the discussion is getting out of hand. Keep the 
remarks and comments for the article not each other. 

Judy Nelson made a statement that she would rather go to the library instead of 
purchasing a book. She also states the library attendance is also up due to the economy. 
This library is part of the community and can help bring us all together. 

My name is Mike Rollo and I am a changeholic. This is such a wonderful gift from 
hundreds of people who have donated time, materials, and much more to get this library 
up and running. It is going to cost my family as little as $18.00 to fund the library. Please 
keep in mind that this is a great gift. 

Lynette Jokilehto shares with all that the large numbers of visitors to the library come 
from different age groups, nationalities, and blended families. 

Caroline Lameroux wants Ed Jansen to clarify the budget and how the library impacts the 
tax rate. 

Ed Jansen stated that the budget is proposed for the amount of $1,519,904.00, by adding 
the Library budget will increase it to $1,547,904. The change including the library would 
be a minus (—) $370,509. The change is not significant because a lot of the larger projects 
that the town was carrying before have now been completed. On the revenue side it is 
more difficult to predict because it is unknown. The tax rate will be reduce by .07 cents if 
the revenue is not lost. Ed Jansen can explain better in the fall regarding the gain or loss 
of revenue. Currently the town is $100,000 behind in revenue compared to last year at 
this time. Many suggest that we should take money out of the surplus, but residents do 
not realize that there is only $600,000 in our surplus and we currently have a $4,000,000 
school budget. The town’s budget is over a million for the town. If taxes are not collected 
then the town will be paying the salaries. 

Lee Whisnant would like to know if there is an increase to our taxes or not. The answer is 
unknown because of the revenue. At this time it is no. 

Julie Gosselin explains that her concern is the future, every year the cost of the library 
will increase, so what will happen to the other departments. Basic needs of a community 
should come first before a library. 

Robin Aikman states that the town will budget $28,000 and the library will raise an 
additional $30,000. What happens if the money needed to make up the difference for the 
future budget is not raised? Is the town liable for a contract to make up the difference if 
the money is not raised? 

Mike Rollo explains that services would be cut that are above and beyond the $28,000 
dollar budget. 

Bob Williams wants to know what services will be cut? 

Mike Rollo explained that there would be fewer Children programming, Adult 
programming, children’s periodicals, adult periodicals, children’s books, collection 
development, and adult collection development. 

Harold (Sonny) Foss wants to know why the town is not looking into the School Library 
and the town library combining. 

Verne Crosier made a motion to move on the article and Ken Ward seconded.

Gentlemen: 


In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Governmental Activities, each major fund, and 
the aggregate remaining information of the Town of Rollinsford as of and for the year ended December 31, 2008, in 
accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered Town of 
Rollinsford’s internal control over financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures 
for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the financial statements, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion 
on the effectiveness of the Town of Rollinsford’s internal control. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the 
effectiveness of Town of Rollinsford’s internal control. 


A control deficiency exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow management or employees, in the 
normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent or detect misstatements on a timely basis. A 
significant deficiency is a control deficiency, or combination of control deficiencies, that adversely affects the entity’s 
ability to initiate, authorize, record, process, or report financial data reliably in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles such that there is more than a remote likelihood that a misstatement of the entity’s financial 
statements that is more than inconsequential will not be prevented or detected by the entity’s internal control. 


A material weakness is a significant deficiency, or combination of significant deficiencies, that results in more than 
a remote likelihood that a material misstatement of the financial statements will not be prevented or detected by the 
entity’s internal control. 


Our consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the first paragraph and would not 
necessarily identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be significant deficiencies or material weaknesses. 
We did not identify any deficiencies in internal control that we consider to be material weaknesses, as defined above. 
However, we identified the following deficiencies in internal contro] that we consider to be significant deficiencies. 


1) Purchase Orders 
It was noted that some department heads are ordering goods/services before the purchase orders have been reviewed 


and approved by the selectmen. 


It is recommended that department heads issue purchase orders to the selectmen for approval before goods/services 
are fulfilled. This would ensure that the selectmen are reviewing and approving the expenditures and department heads 
are controlling their expenditures within the approved budget.

2) Monthly Vendor Statements 
During the testing of internal control, it was noted thatpayments made to vendors were paid from monthly statements. 


Some invoices were attached as further supporting documentation. 


It is recommended that payments to vendors should be paid from actual invoices received and approved for payment. 


3) Welfare Payments 
During the audit, it was noted that some welfare applications were not signed by the welfare applicant but were 


approved by the welfare official. This practice must stop. All welfare applications need to have both the signature of 
the welfare applicant and approval by the welfare official. 


4) Monthly Journal Entries 
The Bookkeeper prepares monthly journal entries, adjustments, corrections or reclassification entries. These entries 


are then posted to the general ledger. 


It is recommended that the Selectmen review the monthly entries and sign that the entries were reviewed and approved. 


5) Cemetery Funds 
The trustee of trust funds maintains a spreadsheet containing the names and amount paid for perpetual care of lots. 


When compared to the investments handled by the bank, there is a difference. The MS-9 report agrees to the bank 
amounts. This difference has been ongoing for years. 


It is recommended that a reconciliation be done by the trustees and the selectmen to resolve this difference. 


6) Fixed Assets 

The Town does not maintain records of general fixed assets such as property and equipment with a life expectancy 
exceeding one year. The recording of fixed assets would fulfill the need to provide for physical dollar value control, 
and establish accountability for general government capital expenditures over the years. 


With the recording of fixed assets, the related depreciation could be determined on an annual basis for the purpose of 
measuring the total cost of governmental services and evaluating the efficiency of programs. This was recommended 
in the prior year report.

Article 1: To choose by ballot a School District Moderator to be elected to serve for one (1) year. 
Asticle 2: To choose by ballot a School District Clerk to be elected to serve for one (1) year. 
Article 3: To choose by ballot a School District Treasurer to be elected to serve for one (i) year, 


Article 4: To choose by ballot two (2) Members of the School Board, One (1) member to serve a 
two (2) year term and One (1) member to serve a three (3) year term. 


Article 5: To see if the Rollinsford School District will raise and appropriate as an operating 
budget, not including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of 
the first deliberative session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $4,667,172 (four million, 
six hundred sixty seven thousand, one hundred seventy two dollars). 


Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be $4,650,064 (four million, six hundred 
fifty thousand, sixty four dollars) which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments 
required by previous action of the Rollinsford School District or by law: or by governing body . 
may hold one special meeting, in accordance with the RSA 40:13, X and XVI to take up the 
issue of the revised operating budget only.

Zoning Ordinance as proposed by petition as follows: This proposed amendment would 
allow having a shared driveway in a cluster subdivision. The main conditions would be 
that the original parcel has to be a minimum of 10 acres. A maximum of two (2) 
additional parcels can be created from the original parcel. All newly created parcels must 
be 5 acres; they cannot be further subdivided and can only be for a single-family 
dwelling. The construction and maintenance of the driveway is not the responsibility of 


the Town. The driveway must be built in accordance with the driveway standards as 
stated in the Subdivision Regulations, and must support access by emergency vehicles.

This article does not 
include capital articles addressed above. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE XVI 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell to the highest 


bidder, the surplus equipment and vehicles owned by the Town. (Majority vote required).
